telephones connected to a 20 line 
wall type switchboard. Service was 
usually confined to the hours when 
the store remained open or about 7 
a.m. to 7 p. m. but a night man 
on the premises was prepared to 
take care of emergency serv-ce. 

In 1892 Palo Atlo’s first public 
telephone office was opened in the 
store of J. F. Parkinson on Alma 
street, near the present location of 
the Palo Alto Hotel. A year later 
the agency was moved to Emerson 
street near the present Wideman 
corner and in 1896 it was establish- | 
ed in the drug store of B. F. Hall} 
where Wilson’s Confectaurant 
now located. 

About 1901 the separate bus- 
iness office of the telephone com- 
pany was cpened on the _ present 
site of Smith’s on the Circle. Sub- 
sequent moves were to High street 
near University, to 449 Ramone 
street where the Chamber of Com- 
merce is now located, and in 1924 
to Hamilton avenue, where the of- 
fice remained until the present 
building on Bryant street was com- 
pleted. 

In pointing out the important 
part taken by communication and 
transportation in the development 
of the Peninsula, and of Palo Alto 
and Menlo Park in particular, Mr. 
Wild said, “For years after Don 
Gaspar de Portola camped near the 
Palo Alto tree, 1770, El Camino 
Real provided the sole land path 
between San Francisco and the 
south. Eight decades later, in 1853, 
San Francisco and San Jose were 
connected by telepraph with Stock- 
ton, Marysville and Sacramento. 
Ten years after that, the railroad 
was completed from San Francisco 
to San Jose; and in 1883 the first 
long distance line between cities in 
the west was built between these 
two points.
